come into the s piritual »W orſhip, which ts in the 
Spirit and in the Truth: To you I ſay, that is 
the ſpirit of Truth im you all ( in which Ged will be 
worſhipped )which reproves you of ſ112 in your hearts ; 
& as you come 1nto obedience to thatit will brigg you 
into the ſpiritual worſhip : For the Spiritual worſhip 
conſiſteth in obedience to the [| pirit 3 and this is the 
everlaſting Ord 1nAnce of God ( viz,) C briſt the light, 
the quickgning Spirit ; for him hath God ordained of 
old,to all that believe, and work Righteouſneſſe for 
Salvation : So all being exerciſed ;- the /ight,and 
with the quickeniag ſpirit, here you are exerciſed 
in the Ordinance of God; and here the living (ub- 
ftance # known, m which the Shadowes, Types, and 
Fignres end : And herethe hand-writing of Ordi- 
ances ts blotted out : and here the Law ends,nhich 
was contained in Ordinances, ( mark that) 1 Chr; 
the everlaſting Ordinance.

/ vain faith, and not able to fave you : Alſo be- 
' ware that your Faith towards Goa be not taught by 
the Precepts of wen , for that will ſtand you in no 
ſtead, neicher- will it give you victory over the 
 Pollutions of the World, nor purifie your hearts 

from ſin: Wherefore mind the Word which is 
nigh, by the hearing of which Faich cometh, 
even the Living Faith ( by which che Juſt live,) 
which-was once delivered torhe ſaints, and which we 
earneſtly contend for, f
